GIANT FIERY METEOR 
BURSTS OVER JERSEY 


Great -Ball of Fire Traverses 
the Sky and Disappears 
in Earth. 











EXPLOSION HEARD 30 MILES 


State. Police and Citizens 
Searching for Meteorite in 
Vicifiity ot Toms River. 


A great ball of fire, trailing an iri- 
descent tail liké a comet rushed across 
the sky near the Southern New Jersey 
coast at’9 o'clock last: night and dis- 
appeared earthward with an-explosion 
that was heard over a thirty-mile area. 

Early this morning State police and 
alarmed and curious citizens were scour- 
ing the region, expecting +> find some- 
where the burst fragments of a meteor- 
ite. Barly beliefs that a giant rocket 
had been fired from somewhere seemed 
to have been discredited because of the 
wide territory over waich the. phenome- 
non was observed, the brilliance of the 
swath 4t tut through the heavens and 
the heavy jar of the thunderclap with 
which it disappeared, : 

Whatever the body was, it was seen, 
heard or felt at Lakewood, at Lake- 
hurst, at Toms River, at Barnegat, at 
Browns-Mills-in-the Pines and at Ham- 
monton, the most.widely separated 
point from the others from which it was 
reported. 

The most accurate obsérvers _ who 
could be located in a telephone search 
along the coast and in the’ towns men- 
tioned believed that the body had come 
to earth soméwhere in- the general di- 
rection of Toms River.

First Thought To Be a Rocket. 


Every, person who could be reached 
scouted’ the idea, fitst advanced by 
coast guard stations near Asbury Park, 
that the mysteriqus object was a rocket.

WASHINGTON, Anril 23.—Fire in the 
Willard Hotel at an early hour this 
morning caused damage that may reach 
a quarter of a million dollars. Many 
prominent people, transient and perma- 
nent guests of the hotel, were roused 
from their slumbers and some of them 
descended to the lower floors in a state 
of undress. There was no panic and 
most of the incidents were of an amus- 
ing rather than an. exciting character. 
The fire’ was discovered «et 6 ‘o'clock 
this morning by a policeman in the 
street who saw smoke coming from the 
top floor of the hotel, and after turning 
in an alarm, notified the clerk on duty. 

Vice President Coolidge, who resides 
in the hotel, was up at that-hour and 
looked eut of his window atthe crowd 
gathering iow and the first fire én- 
gine. to appear, but without knowing 
that the fire ‘was in the Willard. When 
he realized that the hotel was on fire, 
he and Mrs. Coolidge dressed and went 
downstairs.

PROPOSAL NOT ‘LAUGHED AT’ 


But \Deficit Has Been Raised and 
Additional Funds Guaranteed, 
Mr. Johnson States. 


The Finance Committee of the Church 
of the Ascension, Fifth Avenue and 
Tenth Street, which has absolute con- 
trol of expenditures of church money, 
will probably not accept the Rev. Percy 
Stickney Grant’s offer of a voluntary 
reduction of salary from $10,000 to $5,000 
a year as rector. Frederick Johnson of 
840 Park Avenue said yesterday that the 
financial situation which/the committee 
was organized to cope with had im- 
proved so that the committee probably 
will be able to approve the payment of 
Dr. Grant's complete salary. 

Although Dr. Grant.indicated yester- 
day that his offer to accept a cut in 
salary had not been considered serfous- 
ly, but had been ‘laughed at’’ by the 
vestry, Mr. Johnson said his committee 
had certainly not laughed at.it, but had 
given it serious consideration. Mr. 
Johnson praised the rector highly for 
making the offer, and said that once 
before he had done the same thing. 
About six or seven years ago. Mr. John- 
son said, Dr. Grant accepted a volun- 
tary cut from $10,000 to $5,000 for one 
whole. year. Later, Mr. Johnson said, 
he, George Gordon. Battle and two or 
three others got up a: purse to make up 
the difference to ‘the rector. 

‘When the financial committee was 
organized about three months ago,”’ said 
Mr. Johnson, ‘* we-were confronted with 
a deficit in the church funds for the 

resent year, and if that deficit had not 

en made up we would have had to ac- 
cept Dr. Grant's offer. 


Situation Has Changed. 


‘* Since my first statement on the sub- 
ject (published in THE NEw YORK. TIMES 
wyestefday), -the situation has changed. 
{ have been informed ‘that the cntire defi- 
cit has. been~raised, 4nd an additional 
fund guaranteed for future expenses. 

‘* We had to make some drastic cuts, 
effective on May 15 next. We did frot 
suggest cutting the rector’s salary. He 
met the situation very frankly, like a 
man. He first offered at a vestry meet- 
ing to cut his own salary in half, and 
then, about a month ago, made the same 
offer to the. Finance Committee. If 
other. cuts had not been made, and if 
the deficit had not been met, we proba- 
bly would have had to accept it. I don’t 
believe now that we will. 

‘We notified everybody concerned 
some time ago that the parish house 
would have to be closed by May 15. Of 
the people involved, we aores three 
workers: with salaries of $1,800 a year 
éach that ‘they would be dropped on 
May 15. We have placed two of these 
people and hope ‘to place the’ third. 
Taking them off our payroll means a 
saving of $5,400 a year. 

‘We have had an offer to lease the 
parish house, but have not decided 
whether to accept it. Just at present 
it. looks as if we may. be able to keep 
the parish house open. Now that we 
have lopped off $5,400 from its overhead 
it can be kept open for a year beginning 
May 15 at a cost.of about $7,000. One 
of the vestrymen has informed me that 
after Thursday’s vestry meeting some 
of the members got together and raised 
a fund to cover this. 


/.‘* He also assured me that every dollar 


of the $18,000 deficit has been raised, in 
addition to this $7,000 fund. Even if the 

parish house_is kept open, however, I 
ron’ t belicve it will be able: to continue 
100 per cent. of its operations. The 
public forum will not be affected. ~It 
will continue, as. it’ is self-sustaining, 
and no expense to the church.

BANTON TO PUSH. CASES 


Writer Defends Former Major Sut- 
ton and Parrott—Denles Their 
Concern Was a Fraud. 


Accountants worked yesterday on the 
books of E. D. Dier & Co. to discover 
how ‘much was taken fromthe ecustom- 
ers of the firm in commissions by brok- 
erage houses which are financially 


sound and which may be sued, under 
the plan outlined by Saul S. Myers 
counsel for the receiver. It is ho 
thus to obtain several hundred thot- 
sand dollars in unlawful commissions. 
The. legal theory put forward by Mr. 
Myers that creditors who have been de- 
frauded by bucket shops could recover 
commissions’ from houses dealing with 
those bucket shops aroused interest yes- 
terday, because this would enable tne 
losers in the failure of scores of finan- 
cial’ houses to recover part of their 
losses. According to Mr. Myers there 
is clear proof that many of the: houses 
dealing witn the Dier company were de- 


.| liberately carrying on fictitious transac- 


tions and taking commissions -which 
they knew to be unearned. 

Partners and employes of. .several 
prominent brokerage houses will b 
called at witnesses in the Dier bank- 
ruptcy hearing to throw light on their 
profitable relations with Dier. : 

District Attorney Banton said yester- 
day that he would prosecute criminally 
all who were found to have robbed the 
8,000: Dier creditors by direct or indirect 
means, and that the proceedings against 
Dier and his accomplices were. being 
delayed only, by the litigation necessary 
to obtain the books of the Dier firm. 

“The investigation of bucket-shops 
and their various connections is only in 
a preliminary stage,’’ said Mr. Ranton. 
‘* We feel certain that we will win the 


‘right, to study the books of the bankrupt 


firms, although denied it at present in 
the Federal Courts, 

“The investigation will be resumed on 
a larger scale than ever before when 
that time comes. At present, we are 
able to indict only on the testimony of 
the creditors who have suffered. When 
we get the boks of the firms, they wil 
show all the fllegal beneficiaries in these 
transactions.”’

~ $50,000 FOR INVENTION. 


George -Sperti Devises Meter to 
Measure Lost Electric Current. 


Special to: The New YorkTimes. 
CINCINNATI, April. 23.—Solving a 


problem that has puzzled experts since 
electricity Was first put to commercial 
use, George Sperti, a student in the 
Engineering College at the University 
of Cincinnati, has perfected’ a meter 
which not only measures current pro- 
ducing power but also current lost in 
transmission. . 

While the meter has not yet been pat- 
ented, ‘the. Westinghouse Electric Com- 
pany thinks so much of it that it has 
paid Sperti for an option on the device 
and has agreed to give him $50,000 for 
the American rights to it as soon as 
the patent is anted. 

Charles P. Steinmetz has estimated 
that the meter will save $100,000,000 in 
electrical current in the United States 
each year. Mr. Steinmetz is consulting 
engineer for the General Electric Com- 
pany.

The recent action of President J. 
Frederick ,Byers of the U.S. G. A. in 
setting his official; foot down on pool- 
selling at golf championship is a move 
in the right direction. This will did 


mightily in keeping the game on: its 
present high pedestal and out of the 
clutches of the professional gambling 
element who have played havoc at times 
with. other forms of sport. Without 
such precautionary measures by the ag- 
sociation, it is ‘hard’ to tell where the 
practice would: have ended. 

When the practice of pool-making at 
tournaments first started, it was harm- 
less. .Only small amounts of. money 
were’ involved... But gradually it ar- 
rived. at a point—th:> summit being 
reached last year at St. Louis—where it 
mounted, into the thousands. There is 
no .one who was present at the last 
national amateur championship who 
could possibly assert, or even hint, that 
the pool played any part in the final 
outcome. It ig true that the backers of 
Jésse Guilford, who won the title, netted 
a large stm of money, but from the 
opening day until the final the Bos- 
ttonian played the calibre of golf that 
brooked no opposition. His victory was 
richly an honorably deserved. 

The point is, however, that the selling 
of pools with limitations to friends of 
all the contestants and to those inter- 
ested only in seeing the best golfer win 
opened the gates to others, not actu- 
ated, by motives of sportsmanship but 
of pecuniary gain. It invited a a a 
sible situation which the U. S. G. 
the governing power in golf, ak 
not afford to pass unnoticed.

It may be -one of the signs of the 
times in the horse show world that the 
entry list for the Brooklyn Horse Show 
was of such proportions that’an extra 
session was required on Friday after- 
noon in order taat the,.program might 
be completed on Saturday evening. It 
was the first time in the thirty years 
of these exhibitions of the Brooklyn 
Riding and Driving Club that it had 
been found necessary to add a matinee 
to the usual evening performances. This 
would indicate that there is no diminu- 
tion, ‘to say the least, in the interest 
of breeders and exhibitors of fine 
horses. The number of enthusiasts who 
have crowded about the ringside in this

Brooklyn opened the Spring horse show 
season and it will be followed tomor- 
row in the customary succession by the 
annual New York Spring exhibition. 
Next comes the Philadelphia show and 
after that will follow the long schedule 
of outdoor .: bitions, beginning with 
the National Capital at Washington and 
concluding with the Piping Rock Show 
at Locust Valley in.early October.

COLOMBIA. 

General Ospina, President-elect of 
Colombia, now in this city, is a wel- 
come guest in this country, where he 
was educated, and to which he was 
Minister some ten or twelve years ago. 
His varied distinguished service in his 
own republic and his long knowledge 
of American affairs should be useful 
in promoting mutually advantageous 
relations between Colombia and the 
United States; . ¢ 

‘“The United States,’’ he says, 
‘can find in Colombia ‘a profitable 
field of investment,’’ and he instances 
the ol! business as ‘‘ now the most 
promising.’ 

Well, in Colombia, as in Venezuela, 
nations whose nearness to the Panama 
Canal and American ports and whose 
immense undeveloped resources invite 
American investment, ere the laws 
favorable to that investment? Hasn't 
it been the Government policy to re- 
gard ‘* concessions '' with hostility, to 
see in them a source of immediate vast 
wealth to foreign corporations, and in 
the thirst for royalties to forget the 
long,. slow, orderly expansion of ‘husi- 
ness, the nécessary long and great In- 
vestment of capital, certain of its 
position and protection? 

Is there such certainty? For in- 
stance, is an indisputable title to be 
had? Are the jaws in relation to oil 
deposits’ clear and. clearly codified? 
Can an oil company know just what 
the law is in regard to rights of way 
for pipe lines, for railroads, storage, 
wharves? Are: franchises ever re- 
voked for technical reasons, really in 
response to political agitation? Have 
conflicting laws been passed? Was 
there quite recently in Colombia a 
movement -to nationalize * railroads 
owned by foreigners? 

The countries to the south of us 
need American capital to enlarge their 
public utilities, and expand their in- 
dustries. Our import and export trade 
with them, considerable or inconsider- 
able, will never be sufficient until by 
y\merican investments their buying 
power is greatly increased with the 
exchange of goods. General OsPINna 
and other Latin-American statesmen 
of wide views are'in a position to 
know how far the complaints of in- 
vestors or would-be investors of the 
official attitude to them are justified.

-TRACTION ECONOMIES .AND 


WASTES. 

The Transit Commission’s Chairman 
had only to cite the reéord to show 
where the blame lies for the delay in} 
using the transit facilities which al- 
ready have been paid for#and against 
which there is a constantly eaccumu- 
lating bill of costs and of larger losses 
which cannot be stated in dollars. The 
Bodrd of Estimate would have been 
within its rights in promptly return- 
ing for amendment in details of the 
small contracts needed to. put to use 
the work on which millions had been 
spent. But the board cannot defend 
itself against Chairman MCANENY’s 
charge that it did nothing for months 
because it disliked a statute, or disap- 
proved the fundamerttal contracts to 
which the city is a patty. 

The fall in prices has made it pos- 
sible to contract for prices lower by 
a few hundreds on™ totals of a few 
thousands. But the delay is for 
months, more accurately years, while 
an interest charge of $2,000 a day is 
running on tunnels idle for lack of 
tracks, .and tracks idle for lack of sta- 
tions and signal towers... The taxpay- 
ers lose the $2,000 daily. The riders 
lose the rides they-might have on some 
lines, and the greater comfort on other 
lines by relief of their) congestion. 
The smaller rentpayers lose access to 
the cheaper residential neighborhoods, 
and the larger rentpayers lose the re- 
lef which. would come te them by re-} 
duction .of the overbidding for their 
premises. The city. loses the taxes on 
the new constriction and increase of 
taxable values in districts inaccessible 
through the, policy of obstriiction. 

Such items cannot be stated accu- 
rately in dollars. An _ Indication ‘of 
their seriousness may be gathered 
from the bill of complaint in the suit 
against the city tor $30,000,000. dam-

POLITICAL PLESIOSAURIANS. 

It should not now he necessary to 
go to the labor and expense of send- 
ing an expedition to seek the plesio- 
saurus In Patagonia. f Bokan’s 
telegram to his constituents in Poca- 
tello, Idaho, shows that living speci- 
mens are still extant in American 
politics. His ** most slimy creature ” 
cannot be purely: imaginary, as the 
surviving Mesozoic plesidzaurian is 
Suspected by scientists of being. The 
Senator from Idaho is too serious and 
honest to conjure up such monsters 
merely for rhetorical use. Moréover, 
he speaks in the same telegram of a 
related species, which he idéntifies as 
one*’ who buys office though he pays 
for it out of his own money.” For 
him the Senator has little respect, but 
his species is, after all, higher in the 
scale than the *‘ most slimy ’’ who 
** disgraces American politics by pay- 
‘ing for it [office] with appropria- 
** tions out of the public Treasury and 
** charges his venal elighnons 4 to the 
** taxpayers.” 

The Mesozoic plesiosaurus became 
extingt probably because with all of 
the varying compromises which it 
made with its environment (as sug- 
gested by its serpent head and its ma- 
rine flippers) it at last reached the 
‘limit of opportunism and succumbed.

THE PROLETARIAN LOAN. 


Among the happy suggestions made 
by the Russians at Genoa is an inter- 
national loan to Russia in the form of 
** popular subscriptions,’’ to which 
workmen and peasants of all nations 
shall be allowed to subscribe. The 
Bolshevist leaders still profess the the- 
ory that the workers of the warld afte 
their friends and all capitalist Govern- 
ments their enemies. Despite the eyi- 
dence of the famine, which has been 
relieved more by the capitalist Gov- 


the workmen of Europe, the Govern- 
ment still propagates the myth. 

There are a good many workmen in 
Russia, and still more peasants. 
When the United States Government 
needed money in the war it raised it 
by ‘“* popular subscriptions,’’ to which 
‘‘ workmen and peasants’’’ contrib- 
uted, like everybody else. How does it 
happen that the Russian Government 
can raise no Liberty Loans at home? 
The answer is to be found in the benef- 
icent acts of that Government, which 
has. abolished’ most of the old cap- 
italists and a good part of the capital, 


without. any particular advantage to 
the workmen and peasants. Noto+ 
tiously, one of the chief reasons for 
the Soviet Government's ‘‘ surrender 
to capitalism *’ was the reluctance 
of the peasant to share with the Gov- 
ernment what he had left, ‘and inabil- 
ity to get from the Government any- 
thing of value in exchange for his 
grain. Do the optimists of Moscow 
expect that the class-conscious peas- 
antry of Indiana and Kansas will fall 
over thernsélyes to buy. Bolshevist

Russo-German Treaty. 
To the Edito# of The New York Times: 

Wili you permit a lifelong reader of Tue 
TIMES and af old newspaper man not now 
in active service_to offer some comment 
upon the statement from Washington ‘‘ upon 
the highest authority,” that “in ‘the view 
of the Administration the new treaty be- 
tween Russia and Germany meant nothing 
to the United States.” 

In many despatches and jfiotably-in Ed- 
win L. James's cable message to TuE 
Times from Génoa there are indications that 
the new treaty between Germany and Russia 
may mean a great deal to the United States 
if it is allowed to stand, Or even if the 
treaty itself whould be cancejed but the sig- 
nificance of the effort to establish it dis- 
regarded. ; 

Mr. James cables that ‘‘at 'Genoa the 
final death blow was givén to Woodrow 
Wilson's dream that the World War meant 
the end of the balance of power and an alli- 
ance in brotherhood for the nations,’ and 
he further observes. that ‘the. possibilities 
of German-Russian 00-operation are unlim- 
ited. They stretch from Vladivostok ‘to 
the Rhine.”* 

Are we to understand that “the highest 
authority’ at Washington takes the posi- 
tion that a.G nm and Russian-Boishevist 
alliance, reaching fromthe Rhire, across 
Burope andiAsia to thé Pacific, means noth- 
ing to the United States?

RESEARCH WORK DESCRIBED 


Successful Treatment. of Ex-Oph- 
thalmic Goltre, Without Sur- 
gery Seen as Likely. 


A tribute was paid yesterday to the | 
late Jacob H. Sehiff by S. G. Rosen-| 
baum, President of the Montefiore Hos- 
pital, who reported at the annual meet- 
ing of the Directors the \receipt of §300,- 
000 from the S¢hiff, estate during the 
year for medical résearch work, together 
With the opening of the Schiff Pavilion. 
The Schiff: Pavilion was provided by 
the noted philanthropist for the chromic 
sufferers who require no further atten- 
tion but are ‘unable to take care of 
theniselves. The research work, ‘now 
under way, was described by Mr. Resen- 
baum as follows: 

Our research department fs, devoting 
its energies to the studies of disorders 
of the glands of internal. secretion, par- 
ticularly to the disease. known as: ex~ 
ophthalmic goitre. Reports.on some of 
this work have already been published 
And have aroused great interest among’ 
théembers of the profession. Further, de- 
velopment of this study may iead to: tar- 
reaching, changes in our conception of 
this disease and allied diseases. It is 
quite possible that, with the future pros 
ecution of this work, medical methods 
will be found successfully to treat ex~- 
ophthalmie gottre and that the surgical 
operation-which is extensively employed 
riay be diséarded,”’ 

The canter division is studying 
methods .of standardizing radium and 
X-ray dosage, Mi Rosenbaum reported.

Any rate, that 
the unbroken series of million-share 
stock markets sincé/the opening of 
April, with their rise in prices, had 
not been based on expectations of re- 
sults at Genoa. If the Genoa confer- 
ence had been what the Stock Ex- 
change calls the ‘“ bull. argument,”’ 
then the reaction 6f Tuesday; follow- 
ing Germany’s clumsy “performance 
and the political apprehensions 
aroused, by it, would have been vastly 
more severe. But financial judgment, 
although hoping for the best when the 
conference assembled on the 10th, had 
been entirely reserved in its expecta- 
tions. i 

On Europe’s own stock markets the 
advance in gilt-edged: securities con- 
tinued after the news of the Russo- 
German treaty. British war leans 
made new high records two days after- 
ward. - Our investment bond market 
did not evén halt, and the setback in 
the stéck market, turned out to. be 
hardly more formidable than the fa- 
miliar “Tuesday reaction.’’. Most 
conservative people in Wall Street, ‘in- 
deed, expressed gratification that just 
such reaction in prices should have 
occurred, that both the “ professional 
operator "' and the “ outside public ”’ 
should’ have received so early and 
sharp a reminder of the pitfalls which 
always surround unbridled specula- 
tion for the rise. 

But if ‘‘ Genoa ."’ was not a real in- 
fluence on. the. financial markets, 
either last week or the week before, 
the money and investment situation 
was, and its influence continued. It 
is true, the Federal Reserve Bank did 
not lower its rediscount rate at last 
Wednesday’s meeting; this notwith- 
standing the fact that sharp reduction 
in the Treasury’s rate for Government 
Short-term loans had up to that time 
usually been the forerunner of such 
action. ‘Wall Street spoke of this fail- 
ure to reduce the Reserve Bank rate 
from the present 4% per cent. level, 
even after a 4 per cent. rate had been 
fixed at the Bank. of England, as a 
disappointment. 

Yet no one was really discoiicerted. 
Circumstances will undoubtedly govern 
the. Reserve Bank’s action dur- 
ing the next few weeks or months, 
but it is a reasonable guess that at 
present the policy of the system is 
being based on the principle that, with 
conditions what they just now are in 
American markets, the rediscount rate 
ought to be kept well above the open 
market. The mistake of 1919 is not 
likely to be repeated, when, during 
ten months in that year of excited 
‘speculation, private-banks, which were 
getting 5% to 6 per cent. in the oper 
market for their loans on commercial 
paper and nearly as much for their 
loans on Liberty -bond collateral, were 
able to rediscount those very loans at 
the Federal Reserve for 4 per cent. 

That policy was partly a consequence 
of the pledges made by the Treasury 
to subscribers in the 1918 ‘‘ war loan 
drives," but its results were most un- 
fortunate. It had a hand unquestion- 
ably in permitting the wild forestali- 
ing craze to go so far in all the spec- 
ulative markets that, when the Re- 
serve Banks were eventually com- 
pelled. to change their policy, the de- 
cline on all the markets, in Wall 
Street’s language, was ‘‘ perpendic- 
ular.” 

We shall never know exactly how 
much of the distress and depression 
of 1921 was a consequence pure and 
simple of the war itself and how 
much @ consequence of the extrava- 
gant speculation of 1919. Certainly 
the momentum of our fall to earth in 
1920 and 1921 could not have been 
what'it was if it had occurred, as the 
markets half expected, immediately 
after the closing of the war. The ex- 
perience is at any rate a, warning 
against permitting just the saine thing 
te occur again. But the action’ or in- 
action of the Federal Reserve last 
weék had no unfavorable effect on the 
money situation. On the contrary, 
rates went lower in Wall Street, even 
for the kind of: loans which are ex- 
pressly rediscountable at the Reserve 
Bank, The stock market resymed its 
advance, though in much more orderly 
fashion, and the rapid absorption by 
the investing public of old and new in- 
vestment bonds continued.

the highest class, To some extent the 
strength\ in Government securities Is 
due to these very issues of new loans, 

For example, a 6 per cent.loan of the 
New Zealand Government for £5,000, - 
000 was underwritten last Week at the, 
price of par. That represents.the best 
terms so far secured by any colonial 
borrower since:the war, and ‘the mar. 
ket promptly drew the inference that 
there was reason for further rise in 
securities of the Imperial’ Government, 

Genoa and the Markets. 

Although the City confesses to re- 
markably vague ideas as to what 
really is on the program of the con- 
ference, last week’s threatened break- 


jJup of the conference itself as a result 


of the agreement between Germany 
and Russia causéd some apprehension 
and a temporary though slight ‘Set- 
back in the London stock market. 
The foreign exchanges, however, do 
not seem to have been affected in any 
way, and apart from the customary 
fluctuation in marks, rates have re- 
mained wonderfully steady through- 
out. 

In the absence of any ‘striking 
advamte, however, may perhaps be 
read: the opinion of financial London 
that the.conference is likely to lead 
to no very great results, especially as 
the consideration of reparations and 
interallied debts are to be left out of 
the discussion. 

The Propesed Conference of Baaks. 

One, proposal which does attract at- 
tention, however, is that which seeks 
to secure permanent co-operation 
among the great central banks. If this 
undertaking is carried out, the City 
feels that Genoa may, after all, have 
accomplished something worth having 
in an economic way. Up to the pres- 
ent time, national banks; have_ been 
dominated by the political arrange- 
ments In each country. But an asso- 
ciation of central reserve banks and 
co-ordinatidh of policy among them 
would at least. assist them in divest- 
ing themselves of Government. ‘influ- 


ence and contriving means of currency 
control—which is the most -pressing 


of .all problems bearing on interna- 
tional. exchange. 

This resolution Fauieiities the central 
banks seems in the view of financial 
Londen. more promising of good re- 
suits than any other work beforé the 
conference. There was naturally a 
good deal of discussion last week of 
the Russo-German agreement; which, 
however, was not viewed with alarm. 
On the face of it, the City’s feeling is 
that Germany has scored consider- 
ably, seeing that Germany’s claims 
against Russia are much smaller than 
Itussia’s claims against Germany. 

Germaiy and Russian Trade. 

In the matter of trade, also, Germany 
may ‘be able to secure’ concessions 
in Russia which ‘would provide her 
with necessary raw materials: But, 
on the other hand, Russia will not al- 
ways remain under Holshevist rule, 
and financial London thinks that Ger- 
many has fallen into a political error 
in this agreement; especially since no 
one believes that Germany by itself 
can  rec@nstruct Russia. British, 
French and. Belgian capital was‘thostly 
responsible for - the development of 
Russian industry before the war, and 
| Germany is not. likely now to take 
their place, especially in view of her 
own heavy obligations to the Allies.

The Treasury is now of- 
fering, for instance, to convert the 5 per 
cent. national war bonds, to the amount 
of £262,000,000 maturing within the next 
year, into a 8% per cent. conversion 
loan, or into 4% per cent. Treasury 
bonds; this upon terms which would 
represent further rise in the public 
credit to approximate a 4% per cent.

The Deutsche Bank will increase its

mark. exthange held-well, It is now, in- 
deed, considerably higher than at. the 
beginning of the week. -Nevertheless, ; 
nervousness still prevails in the market 
regarding Poincaré’s attitude amd’a good 
deal of apprehension is expressed as 20 
whether the Reparation Commission 
may not begifi activities adverse to Ger- 
man interests. 

In .regard to the feeling \in busingss 
circles concerning the Russian treaty, it 
may be said, first, that the. {incident is 
not considered a good augury: for results 
at the Genoa conference. In many finan- 
cial quarters the comment was made last 
week that the incident had emphasized 
the greatest danger of international con- 
ferences at the present day, which is 
the sharp classification of participating 
countries into the three distinct groups 
of victor States, defeated States and 
neutral States. - 


Financial Berlin’s View of Conferennce. 


One hears also the further comment 
that except for the Russian delegates, 
who showed an independence surprising 
even to Berlin, the-conference has visi- 
bly been altogether in the hands of the 
inviting powers, even the neutrals being 
wholly ignored, while the defeated states 
seemed destined merely to serve as au 


tence of the victor statesmen. The re- 
sult of these various impressions seems 
to be that financial circles here which” 
were at first admitting the unwisdom 
of the tfeaty ‘are now inclined to repre- 
sent it.as justified, if only as an asser- 
tion of independence. 

A strong impression prevails that the 
reason for the incident’s not leading to 
actual rupture is that the Bolshevist 
delegates planned the whole affair in 
order to emphasize their - independence. 
Tchitcherin’s bold manners and repeated 
initiative are much commented upon, 
bit with the conclusion that they are 
best explained by the tactical blunder 
of the Allies in putting the Russian 
question into the foreground. That ac- 
tion led the Soviet representatives to 
conclude that the conference as a whole 
would be condemned as a failure if the 
Russian question were not solved and 
that this made Russia’s continued par- 
ticipation indispensable. 


Soviet Treaty anid Russian Trade. 


As regards the question what Ger- 
many will gain from the treaty with the 
Soviet, financial opinion is that the 
financial or economic advantages will be 
very small. ‘Undér Article 116 of the 
Versailles Treaty,. Russia could never 
have claimed reparations, and the Allies, 
having commandeered for reparations all 
that Germany can pay, would them- 
selves have objected to payment of in- 
demnity by Germany to Russia. 

Nobody believes that the treaty opens 
up any immediate prospect for increase 
of Russo-German trade. Infact the 
Association of German Wholesale Mer- 
chants has already passed a resolution 
condemning the Soviet plan for partici- 
pating with the Russian Government in 
reconstruction enterprises conducted by 
foreigners. This resolution declares that 
complete freedom of trade to the foreign 
interests is a condition precedent for the 
undertaking -of any German enterprises 
in Russia. 


REICHSBANK’S REDISCOUNTS 


Loans of 7,000,000,000 Marks in a 
_ Week on German Treasury, Bills.

BERLIN, April 23.—The money market 
is growing increasingly tight. Last 
week's Reichsbank’s statement of its 
condition as of April 15 shows increase 
Fof nearly 7,000,000;000 marks in-holdings 
of Treasury bills.. This is due mainly to 
extremely heavy rediscounting by the 
bank. The Reichsbank is in fact meet- 
ing increased difficulty in its effort to 
place new Treasury bills with private 
banks or tke public instead of covering) 
them. itself.

’ IS NOW SCIENTIFIC 


In Retailing of, Clothing Each 
Branch Calls for the Advice 
of the Expert. : 


The desire for merchandising facts of 
Proved merit has never been so keen as 
it is today among retail clothing mer- 
chants, according to W. Cloyd Pool, 
sales manager of Alfred Decker & Cohn 
of Chicago. _He said yesterday that the 
search for better. methods augers well 
for the future of the trade. 

‘“Loose ideas will be scrapped,’’ he 
declared, “for more scientific principles, 
guaranteed to produce results for the 
progressive merchants who adopt them. 
Those who do not hustle to keep abreast 
of this. development are going to find) 
themselves trailing the procession and | 
gradually forced out by more intelligent 
competition, 

‘*Some changes going on in the, busi- 
ness have come along too gradually to 
receive the attention they deserve. Oth- 
ers have sprung up almost overnight. A 
short time ago there was no authority 


on standard retail practice in the cloth- | 


ing trade. Today \there are seven vol- 


umes on the subject, which comprise a 
most complete and exhaustive treatise on 
the trade,’ The wide-awake merchant 
will avail himself of this information. 

‘Only a few years ago what clothier 
would have thought of putting the ar- 
rangement of his store into e hands 
of a display architect?’ And yet that is 
done by the progressive house of today 
How many college graduates were con- 
sidering the retail clothing business 
even in the recent past? Quite a few 
are now in the stores, and more are 
coming. The Vice President and. Gen- 
eral Manager of a large and i? 2 suc- 
cessful three-store organization in the 
West is a college man only 80 years old, 
and he didn’t buy his way in, either. 
As men of his type enter the business, it 
is qiute safe to assume that the possi- 
}- lities of scientific management in the 

clothing field have been recognized and 
will receive greater attention in the 
future. A number merchandising 
courses are now offered by schools “and 
universities. Two of the moSt success- 
ful department stores of the country 
have shown what can be accomplished 
by training college men as executives. 

‘“*It is more what the college man 
typifies than what he is that should 
be recognized by the clothing trade. He 
brings to the business the very thing 
brought by the farmer’s son who ‘has 
attended the agricultural college, name- 
ly, the substitution of scientific for 
rule-of-thumb methods. The same an- 
tipathy” may develop against new- 
fangled ideas in the clothing business 
as was raised against scientific farm- 
ing, but science is going to win out, 
just as it has always won out. 

“It takes study of only one phase of 
tne qgmerchandising question to reveal 
hidden leaks which seem small, but ac- 
tually. amount to large sums. One store, 
for instance, may have a busheling ex- 
pense of less than 3 per cent., charging 
in rent of the space occupied by the de- 
partment. With another concern this is 
about 5 per cent. If the same mark-up 
is used in each case, the second firm 
loses 20 per cent. of its profit, figuring 
the net at 10 per cent., because of the 
extra 2 per cent. which’ busheling costs. 

er,’ whole volume could be written on 
the subject of properly locating a store 
and its departments. It has been defi- 
ritely proved, for instance, that, other 
things being equal, the corner store does 
about 15 per cent. more business than 
the store inside the block. The right 
location of an entrance may mean all 
the difference between fair profits and 
no profits. In the major problem of how 
much store space is necessary, it has 
been found that many concerns use too 
much and that the arount could be cut 
down a third, with a proportionate sav- 
ing in rent. 

“We have received many inquiries 
lately from customers on questions con- 
cerned with merchandising practice. 
One merchant came 400 miles to find 
out what was wrdng with his business 
because he was doing a _ satisfactory 
volume but not wetting the right profits. 
He must have want this information 
badly, for he made the trip during the 
height of the Easter selling season, A 
New. England concern just recently 
asked us to send a man to go over their 
entire system and suggest what changes 
were necessary. 

‘* As this inquiry for more proficient 
methods grows among the retailers, the 
progressive manufacturers must keep a 
peep ahead. Several of the concerns, 
including ourselves, have put in re- 
search and plan departments to deal 
with such mattera and to assist cus- 
tomers in their problems of selling and 
store operation. Out of this intensive 
development of progressive retailing will! 
surely come a_ business built on more 
substantial. and dependable lines with 
benefit to the entire industry and to 
the public as well.’ }

Specialties and _ fine-yarn 
cloths were not very active.

“weather, whether the sun shone, the 
rain or snow fell, all would be there b 
the thousands—men, women, the old, 
children, to cheer him whom America 
was awaiting to receive as the greatest 
and most illustrious of her children,’’ 

And ‘the universities—‘‘in their huge 
buildings of sober and. harmonious lines, 
with full heart: the universities receive 
him for whom they had prepared valiant 
soldiers,’’ as did ‘‘ great associations, 
chambers of commerce, the Knights of 
Columbus, the Elks, the Y. M,C. A., 
and many more, such as the Society of 
Engineers and the Bar Association of 
New York—received him with banquets 
and reunions, where they expressed 
with warmth the generosity of their 


Particularly touching to the Marshal, 
according to Commandant de Mierry, 
were the receptions by the children. 
‘‘ Nothing touched more closely the 
heart of the Marshal than this new 
generosity of the little Americans for 
the unhappy children of his country,’’ 
the writer says’ The Marshal paid a 
tribute to the American Legion's ** cor
